All Steel Requested ’ 


Ottawa, June 1 (CP)—The steel 
scarcity in Canada is over. 

Trade officlals-sald today steel 
bottlenecks, which held up home 
construction, shipbullding and 
hydro development, are a thing 
of the past, 

For the first time In the post- 
war period, Canadian fabricators 
can get all the steel they need — 
without permits, 

The break came’as a surprise to 
Canada where stringent control 
has been kept over the flow of 
steel from the United States and 
allocation to Canadian industry. 

It started with a softening [n 
demand {n the U.S. and trickling 
indications came more than & 
month ego that Canada could get 
as much steel from the US. as she 
wanted. 

Now American steel {s flowing 
Into Canada at the rate of about 
100,000 tons a month, Canadian 
producers, however, still are 
working at peak capacity. 

There is no’ slide expected In 
the Canadian steel price picture, 
this year at least. Canada still is 
producing her 3,200,000 ingot tons 
a‘year. | , 

May Prove Indicator 


But across the border the plic- 
ture is not as bright and trade of- 
ficlals believe that it may prove 
an indicator to the Canadian price 
level within the next 12 months. 

While demand in the US. 
slackening, it is still keeping up 
in Canada. Many fabricators still 
are working on a backlog of or- 
ders. Hydro and petroleum devel- 
opment is continuing at a high

Will be’-U.S. Plan 


Paris, June 3 — (AP)—Russla 
and the west were reported ready 
today to compromise on a “little 
peace treaty” for Berlin. 

The basis of today’s discussions 
at the Four - power Foreign Min- 
isters Conference will be the 
United States plan submitted 
Thursday by State Secretary Dean 
Acheson and backed by both Bri- 
tain and France. 

Russia and the west already 
are agreed in principle on the 
plan’s two most important pro- 


1. ‘Re-establishment of four- 
power control of Berlin. 

2. Clty + wide elections for an 
all-Berlin Council. . 

Foreign Minister Andrel Y. 
Vishinsky of Russia hinted Wed- 
nesday that Russia was ready to 
transfer to German civic authori- 
ty some of the functions exer- 
cised in the past by the Komman- 
datura. That is what the west 
wants and western diplomats 
forecast some east - west bar- 
gaining. ‘ 

A tangled problem is Acheson’s 
call for four - power supervision’ 
of elections, Both Russia and the 
western powers have thelr own 
version. of what constitutes free 
and fair elections. 

The western powers intend to 
offer a contract which would bind 
Russia to give the west free road 
and rail access to-Berlin from 
thelr zones. They want to avoid 
the possibility of another bloc- 
kade. . 

Russia is expected to suggest 
unification of currency 
out Germany, under four - power 
control. If this proposal falls, Vi- 
shinsky might ‘suggest that in 
Berlin the currescy question be 
passed along to the Germans.

Trade Minister Howe Says 
Customers Must Have 
Money for Goods 


Ottawa, June 4. (CP)—Can- 
ada won't give foreign customers 
extended credits to help them 
buy more in the Dominion. 

Trade Minister Howe said Fri- 
day night the government real- 
izes foreign markets are tighten- 
ing up, but the country cannot 
afford to extend forelgn credits. 

“The real correction of the sit- 
uation les in bringing about a 
better balance between imports 
and exports,” he sald in a letter 
to the Canadian Exporters’ As- 
sociation. The letter was a reply 
to a brief the Association sub- 
mitted suggesting steps to curd 
the loss of foreign markets. | 
. Mr. Howe said the balance of 
exports over imports determines 
whether or not a country can ex- 
tend credits to its customers. 

“At present,” he sald, “it does 
not appear that there is justifi- 
cation for any substantial ex'en- 
sion of the credits, grants and 
other forms of assistance that have 
already been arranged.” 

He added that there was.some 
doubt that‘any of Canada’s more 
important countries wanted to 
go any deeper ..in debt to the 
Dominion, unless they could not

Molotov Reported 
Placed in Charge 
Policies in China 


‘Paris, June 6 — (AP) — A re- 
sponsible East-European diplomat 
said today Vyacheslav M. Molo- 
tov, deputy pfime minister of 
Russia, has been placed in charge 
of Russia's policies in China and 
elsewhere in the Orient. 

The informant forecast an early 
change in Russia's attitude of 
diplomatic aloofness toward the 
Chinese Communists. 

No official confirmation was 
available from Russian sources in 
Paris. 

The informant said Molotov 
was given the task of shaping and 
carrying out a Soviet “big broth- 
er” attitude toward the emerging 
Red Chinese regime. 

In effect, the move could mean 
the Kremlin has initlated a policy 
of giving all possible help in pol- 
itical and economic fields to the 
Chinese Communists in an effort 
to turn industrially poor, sprawl- 
ing China into a modern state. 

On the other hand, there have 
been suggestions from sonie west- 
ern quarters that Mao Tze-Tung, 
the Communist leader, might 
have Nationalist {ideas such as 
those of Marshal Tito, premier of 
Yugoslavia, which have drawn 
the fire of Russia and the lesser 
Communist countrtes.

Aldermen Claim Parks Board 


Received More 


Than $13,000 


Mentioned in Recent Address 


The local parks board received 
more money during 1948 for ex- 
penditure on the local parks sys- 
tem than was indicated in a recent 
service club address by the parks 
board secretary O. A. Pinkston, 
members of city council were ad- 
vised last evening. 

Commenting on the article with 
respect to Mr. Pinkston'’s address 
which appeared last week in the 
Ontario Intelligencer two city al- 
dermen pointed put the parks 
board received considerably more 
money than the $13,000 which 
had been mentioned. Both Ald.

They pointed out that according 
to the auditor’s report, the total 
receipts of the parks board during 


$13,484.25 -from the city as pro- 
vided through the parks allotment 
of one mill on the tax rate.

Against this, howevér, the an- 
nual financial statement shows the 
parks board spent a total of $18,-

from a surplus account.

This, therefore, is the time for all who have 
the franchise to exercise. it in justice to their 
country-and themselves. 

But there are many people who stay away 
from the polls in the potion that their votes will 
not affect the total result or the desire to 
avold responsibility of making a choice. The ballot 
is given them for this very purpose so that they 
may express their opinion. 

When people avoid responsibility by not 
voting what they fail to do may help to affect the 
total results very materially. So in a very real 
sense whether many people vote or abstain from 
voting they do take part in the election and the 
country’s choice is made on what the ballots have 
signified. 

There is the difference hetween those who 
vote and those who do not vote, those who vote 
cast their ballots for their cholce and are justified 
in having done their full duty, while voters who do 
not go to the polls may really be helping to elect 
those who are not their choice, Besides those who 
do not cast their ballots do not help to bring out 
the fullest possible vote at the very time when the 
country desires the expression of the will of every 
voter as a measure of the public’s favor of the 
candidates and parties and their policies. 

Not to vote is unfair to the candidates and to 
the other voters who assume their full responsi- 
bility. 

The voter’s duty is to make.a choice of the 
candidate which suits best the ideals and view- 
point of the voter and then to cast his or her ballot 
accordingly for the candidate deemed the best 
possible representative for the constituency. But 
those who do not use the ballot may really assist 
those whom they do not favor. 

The ballot is the most treasured possession of 
the democratic peoples. It must be honored by 
being used when the'country goes: fo'an election. 

To vote is the duty of everyone possessing the 
franchise in justice to themselves and all other 
citizens and to their country.

Thetford Mines, Que., June 24 
(CP)—Half of 5,000 striking 
workers In the asbestos flelds of 
the eastern townships will return 
to work Monday, ending the:r 
part in a.violence-ridden walkout 
begun Feb, 13.
